Our parish will celebrate the Sacrament of Confirmation next weekend at the 
6:00 PM Sunday Mass, November 6 th . Bishop Gruss will confirm twenty two 
students, and Fr. Mark will concelebrate. I encourage you to attend this Mass 
in support of the young people receiving the sacrament. 

Sometimes adults speak down about the youth. I suppose that kind of talk has 
happened in every age. However, my experiece of young people today is that 
they have such good qualities. A few years ago, I taught senior religion at STM 
and was the chaplain for the Catholic Schools. There were days when they 
tried my patience, but they were not much differnent than I was at that age. 
And so often I was amazed by their faith and honesty and goodness. That was 
a much more predominant experience. 

Kids are so good. When you have ono-on-one conversations with them, their 
goodness shines through. Look at how many young people in out parish are 
involved with serving, singing, reading, and helping out in so many other 
ways. 

In a few weeks I will go to the NCYC in Ohio with several teens from our 
parish. I hate riding in a bus for trips like that. But I look forward to spending 
time with the young people. I know that I will enjoy getting to know them. 

Again, I encourage you to come next Sunday and join in the prayer as our teens 
are confirmed. They need our support. Please pray for the confirmands every 
day this week. You might use the following prayer which the Bishop will 
recite at their Confirmation. 

All powerful God, Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
by water and the Holy Spirit 
you freed your sons and dughters from sin 
and gave them new life. 

Send your Holy Spirit upon them to be their helper and guide. 

Give them the spirit of wisdom and understanding, 
the spirit of right judgment and courage, 
the spirit ofkinowledge and reverence. 

Fill them with the spirit of wonder and awe in your presence. 

We ask this through Christ our Lord. Amen.
